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EDITORIAL NOTES 


HRISTIANS who delight in the work of the Lord 
C have the example of those who in all ages have labored 
for the establishment of His Kingdom in the hearts of 
men, to encourage and inspire them. The Scriptures contain 
the records of the deeds, the perseverances and the successes 
of these faithful servants of God. For example, while the 
prophet Nehemiah and his helpers were restoring the walls 
of Jerusalem, the enemies of God and His people made re- 
peated efforts to hinder the work. When various methods 
had failed they invited him to a conference, to do him mis- 
chief. But Nehemiah sent word that he was too deeply 
engrossed in God’s work to waste any time in that way. 
Many Christians have suffered loss through leaving God’s 
work to confer with the Sanballats and Tobiahs of our day. 
To be occupied in telling others of the salvation we enjoy 
through union with God in Christ Jesus is conducive to our 
own happiness as well as to that of those whom we wish to 
serve and bless. While we are magnifying the love and 
power of God there will be little opportunity for us to listen 
to any tempting voice. “I am doing a great work,” said 
Nehemiah, “and I cannot come down.” 

When Christians “come down” from the work of saving 
souls to engage in humanitarian work and social reform, good 
as efforts of this kind may be in their place, they forget the 
example of Nehemiah and the perseverance of the saints, and 
“suffer mischief.” 
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Christian Workers Baptized by the Holy Spirit. 

When the Jews persecuted Jesus for healing the impotent 
man, the Saviour said, “My Father worketh hitherto, and I 
work.” The world may neglect and persecute those who are 
co-workers with Christ, and approve and applaud the apostles 
of humanitarianism, but no Christian should for a moment 
hesitate to stand on the Lord’s side. The united efforts of 
Christians in faith and work come from the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost—‘in one spirit are we all baptized into one 
body.” The Church of Christ is composed of believers who 
are saved from sin and saved for heaven. “Whosoever be- 
lieveth that Jesus is the Christ is born of God,” said John, 
who also declares, “He that believeth on the Son of God 
hath the witness in himself.” John also says of Christ: “He 
came unto His own and His own received Him not. But as 
many as received Him to them gave He power to become 
the sons of God, even to them that believe on His name.”

REV. JAMES A, O’CONNOR, PASTOR 


The work of Christ’s Mission has been greatly blessed 
during the whole of the present year. The Rev. James A. 
O’Connor, the pastor, has preached every Sunday to over- 
flowing congregations. The seating capacity of the chapel 
was insufficient during the past month, as in the preced- 
ing months, and never before in the history of the work have 
there been so many Catholics present at the services as this 
year. Everyone who attends the services, Catholics as well 
as Protestants, and many persons without any avowed re- 
ligious convictions—a large number in a great cosmopolitan 
city like New York—would contribute to the expense of en- 
larging the chapel if the incomes of working people—for 
such chiefly make up the congregations—were sufficient for 
the purpose. 

The necessity of enlarging the chapel of Christ’s Mission 
has been apparent to all the friends who have attended the 
services this year.

The rapidity with 
which the work can go forward is therefore dependent to 
a large extent upon the promptness with which the friends 
who have promised their help send their contributions.

This young priest remained only one year with Monsignor 
Lammel when he resolved to leave the Roman Church. He 
did not wish to make any public declaration of his departure, 
and like many other priests in our day, quietly withdrew 
from the Roman Catholic Church. 

The services in the chapel of Christ’s Mission on July 4th 
were deeply interesting. The pastor preached and com- 
mented on the Declaration of Independence which he said 
should be an inspiration to the Catholics to come out of the 
bondage of Rome. Professor Robin Ellis, the distinguished 
elocutionist, recited “A Second Review of the Grand Army,” 
by Bret Harte, to the delight of the congregation. At this 
patriotic service an eloquent address was also delivered by 
the Vice-President of the Junior Order of American Me- 
chanics of the State of New Jersey. Altogether the Fourth 
of July at Christ’s Mission was a day long to be remembered.

JOHN CALVIN’S 400th ANNIVERSARY 

The Rev. Dr. Joseph Sanderson and Pastor O’Connor were 
the speakers on July 11, in commemoration of the four hun- 
dredth anniversary of the birth of John Calvin. As Pastor 
O’Connor could not attend the celebration in Geneva, Switz- 
erland, he said he rejoiced in the commemoration of the an- 
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niversary of this great Reformer in Christ’s Mission, which 
was to-day carrying on the work commenced in the Sixteenth 
Century. He quoted Calvin’s account of his own conversion 
from the erroneous doctrines of the Church of Rome. This 
great converted Catholic said: 


After my heart had long been prepared for the most earnest 
self-examination, on a sudden the full knowledge of the truth, 
like a bright light, disclosed to me the abyss of errors in 
which I was weltering, the sin and shame with which I was 
defiled. A horror seized on my soul when I became con- 
scious of my wretchedness and of the more terrible misery 
that was before me. And what was left, O Lord, for me, 
miserable and abject, but with tears and cries of supplica- 
tion, to abjure the old life which Thou condemnedst and to 
flee into Thy way of life? 


Dr. Sanderson also read the following hymn by Calvin: 


I greet Thee, who my sure Redeemer art, 
My only trust and Saviour of my heart! 
Who so much toil and pain did’st undergo, 
For my poor, worthless sake; 

We pray Thee from our hearts, 

All idle griefs and smarts 

And foolish care to take. 


“Thou are the true and perfect gentleness, 
No harshness hast Thou, and no bitterness; 
Make us to taste and prove, 

Make us adore and love 

The sweet grace found in Thee; 
With longing to abide 

Ever at Thy dear side, 

In Thy sweet unity. 


Poor, banished exiles, wretched sons of Eve. 
Full of all sorrows, unto Thee we grieve; 
To Thee we bring our sighs, 

Our groanings and our cries; 

Thy pity, Lord, we crave; 

We take the sinner’s place, 

And pray Thee of Thy grace, 

To pardon and to save.” 


Dr. Sanderson’s tribute to the greatness of John Calvin 
was an eloquent amplification of his learned contribution to 
the July Converted Catholic. 
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Church Members as Evangelists 


In his address at Christ’s Mission Sunday, June 20, Rev. 
Dr. Charles D’Aubigne, son of Merle D’Aubigne, the great 
historian of the Reformation of the sixteenth century, said 
that the admiration of the Protestant Christians of to-day 
seemed to be exhausted on the heroes of that movement in 
the sixteenth century, but that they were indifferent to the 
Reformation work needed now, and content to leave the 
Roman Catholics round about them just as they are—without 
any knowledge of evangelical truth. Referring to the 
churches of this land, he said: “I believe that the services 
on Sunday evening are not the blessing we look for. It 
would be far better if all the members of the churches went 
out into the streets and parks of the city and preached the 
truth that they have heard in the mornings. This is the 
method pursued by our Reformed Church in France, and it 
has produced splendid results.” 

“In Belgium,” he said, “we have thirty-five congregations— 
every member of which, if not formerly a Roman Catholic 
himself or herself, is at least the child or grandchild of mem- 
bers of the Roman Church. In our churches the pastor 
preaches in the morning, but in the afternoon and evening 
the members go out into the streets of their own town or into 
the neighboring villages, and in song and personal testimony 
preach the Gospel of Christ to the people who gather round 
them.” 

Dr. D’Aubigne highly commended the work of Christ's 
Mission in reaching the Roman Catholics and the persevering 
labor of Pastor O’Connor for thirty years. 


RELIGIOUS CONDITIONS IN FRANCE 
While in New York, Dr. Charles D’Aubigne also preached 
in the Marble Collegiate Church, of which the Rev. Dr. 
David James Burrell is pastor. In the course of his sermon 
he thus referred to the present conditions of the churches in 
France as affected by the Separation Act: 


Although the material loss of the Roman Catholic Church 
has been very great, the attitude of the Pope created an im- 
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pression from which that Church will perhaps never recover; 
it alienated many and took away the confidence of the people. 

The Reformed churches of France, too, have suffered a 
great material loss—$400,000 a year which the Government 
contributed to the support of the ministers. At first we 
thought this loss might compel us to close many churches, 
but later we found that there was no such danger. The con- 
ditions improved and we have formed more churches since 
1905 than ever before. The real danger to the Church lies 
in the atheistic and materialistic propaganda which is being 
made throughout the country. 

The atheistic views of the French people to which Dr. 
D’Aubigne refers, can be accounted for by the fact that their 
ideas of the supernatural have been derived solely from the 
false teachings of the Church of Rome. They have lost 
faith in the god of Rome manufactured by the priests, and 
therefore “there is no God.” A great work lies before the 
Protestants in France to make known the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ whom He hath sent, to their countrymen, who 
have been deluded by the erroneous, unchristian doctrines, 


abominable superstitions and pagan practices of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 


Evangelical Work for Catholics 


The Rev. J. N. Williams, the veteran evangelical pastor, 
writing in the July Baptist Home Mission Monthly, relates 
an interesting incident in connection with work among the 
French Canadians. He says that a French Roman Catholic 
paper in Montreal, La Presse, reported recently quite a move- 
ment toward evangelical Protestantism of Catholic French 
families in one of the parishes bordering on the Ottawa 
River. The editor, evidently somewhat irritated by tidings 
of success in Protestant evangelization, inserted this item of 
news with even more than the usual high coloring of preju- 
dice and perversion of facts so noticeable in all Catholic 
estimates of evangelical work. After informing his readers 
that in a certain neighborhood near the Ottawa River some 
fifteen families had left the Church of Rome, he went on to 
explain that this defection from the true religion had been 
brought about by the influence of a Jew, and that these poor 
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deluded souls had withdrawn from the Holy Catholic Church 
simply to embrace the Jew’s religion! 

Our Protestant French paper, the Aurore, undertakes to 
set the Catholic editor right, at least on the Jewish phase of 
the question, in this wise—with the help of a bright cor- 
respondent well posted regarding the facts in the case: 

“That Jew was born on the shores of the River St. Law- 
rence and bears as his family name the honorable title given 
to Charles I., King of France (Martel) for having defeated 
the armies of Mahomet in 732, between Tours and Poitiers. 
This French Canadian belonging to one of our oldest families 
(“de vieille souche”) came into the knowledge of the Gospel 
during a sojourn in the United States, was baptized by Dr. 
Williams, well known to the readers of the Aurore, and is 
at the present time a member of the Tremont Temple Baptist 
Church in Boston. This “Jew,” on a visit to the land of his 
birth, happened to have in his possession the New Testament 
of the Archbishop Baillar-Jeon, and persuaded his neighbors 
and friends to read the book. They did so, and as the ap- 
petite comes with the eating, his neighbors and friends, sev- 
eral of them, became desirous of possessing copies of Holy 
Scripture and purchased a supply. They soon discovered 
that the religion of the Romish Church was quite different 
from the religion of the New Testament, and very naturally 
they began to follow the teachings of Jesus Christ and His 
Apostles rather than that of the Roman Catholic priests of 
our day. And that is just how they all came to be Jews!” 

Now this Brother Martel, of whom I had not heard for 
many years, I well remember as one of the converts I bap- 
tized during the time I labored among the French employees 
in the famed granite quarries in the vicinity of Quincy, Mass. 
Anyone can imagine my joy in hearing of his being used as 
God’s lay-messenger in the land of his birth to bring into the 
light of truth and salvation these fifteen families of neighbors. 

Catholics Coming to the Light 

A good correspondent, writing from Quebec, Canada, re- 
cently said: “The Rev. Dr. Williams, the Methodist minister 
here tells me that he received four Irish Roman Catholics 
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into his church last Sunday. They are truly converted. He 
also says that when in Rome two years ago he stood one 
Sunday with Sir Wilfred Laurier, premier of Canada, in St. 
Peter’s, and there were less than 150 persons present at a 
grand mass. That same evening he attended the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, on Via 20 Septembre, and there he counted 
280 men alone. The Gospel must be making good progress 
even in the shadow of the Vatican itself. are 


A Catholic Mayor Untruthful 

On June 30, 1909, John F. Fitzgerald, formerly the Cath- 
olic Mayor of Boston, was a witness in the case of the Gov- 
ernment against M. J. Mitchell and T. F. Maher, who were 
charged with conspiracy to defraud the city of $13,000 by 
means of flagstone contracts during the Fitzgerald admin- 
istration. District Attorney Arthur D. Hill, in summing up, 
said: 

There is just one thing that I want to say about that testi- 
mony (Fitzgerald’s), and that is that it was not honest testi- 
mony, and that Mr. Fitzgerald when he came here did not 
come here with the purpose of telling the truth to this jury, 
and did not tell the truth to this jury, and that his object was 
to throw the government’s case, because he probably thinks 
that we rely on him. I was surprised, but I was not so 
greatly surprised after all, because John F. Fitzgerald is 
Fitzgerald. 

The religious and moral instruction received by this typical 
Roman Catholic politician from his teachers in his earlier 
years, and from his parish priests later in life, seems to have 
made of him an extremely undesirable citizen. 


Prevailing Protestant Principles 


Sixteen years ago the Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria, a 
Roman Catholic, was married to Count von Seefried auf 
Buttenheim, a Protestant, in spite of the opposition of her 
parents, the Prince and Princess Leopold of Bavaria. Her 
mother is a daughter of Francis Joseph, Emperor of Austria. 
After the wedding the Emperor gave them a partial forgive- 
ness; and now the Protestant husband and his Princess wife 
have been fully restored to the royal favor in Austria and 
Bavaria, to the mortification of the Jesuits. 
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Establishing Papal Supremacy 


There was a great celebration on June 27, 1909, in the 
Roman Catholic Church, Notre Dame des Victoires, Bush 
street, San Francisco, on the occasion of the commemoration 
of the beatification of Joan of Arc. Archbishop Patrick W. 
Riordan and the new assistant bishop, D. J. O’Connell, and 
a great multitude of priests and people, by processions and 
pontifical mass did honor to this latest “saint” of Rome. The 
Papal flag was exalted above the Stars and Stripes and the 
flag of France. The San Francisco Call, June 28, said: 

“From the topmost elevation of the church, the Papal col- 
ors of gold and white waved. Probably as far back as the 
memory of the present generation runs, the spectacle of the 
banner of the Pope flying at the mast has not been seen here 
before. On either side of the Papal colors the tri-colored 
banner of France and the Stars and Stripes waved.” 

By-and-by in other sections of our country the Papal flag 
will also be elevated above the Stars and Stripes as the sym- 
bol of the establishment of Papal rule in th: United States. 
The question is pertinent: What are the American people 
going to do about it? The glorification by the Church of 
Rome of Joan of Arc, who was burned at the stake in the 
public square in Rouen, France, in the year 1431, having been 
condemned by the Inquisition as a sorceress and heretic, was 
simply a political manifesto of the hostility of the Papacy to 
France on account of the law of separation of Church and 
State; in this country the beatification of this “sorceress and 
heretic” has been seized upon for the purpose of establishing 
Papal supremacy here. 


By a vote of 345 to 205, the French Chamber of Deputies 
passed a Senate amendment to that clause of the Separation 
Law referring to the transfer of church property to charitable 
institutions. Money left for masses could then be given to 
societies organized for the relief of aged priests, who would 
say the necessary masses. The Pope, however, refused to 
allow the clergy to profit by this amendment, and thus created 
much hardship and poverty among the aged priests. 
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Results of the Separation Law 


We are indebted to a recent issue of the London Daily 
News for the following reference to the losses sustained by 
the Roman Catholic Church in France since the passage of 
the law separating the State from the Churcn: 


A book by M. Aristide Briand, the French Minister of Jus- 
tice, has just appeared in Paris. It is entitled “La Separa- 
tion,” and gives an account of the recent divorce of the State 
from the Catholic Church after a union that had lasted 
practically for many centuries. This momentous change, it 
may be remarked, was brought about by M. Briand himself. 

From the Catholic point of view it would seem that the 
Church has suffered gravely, and by the will of the Pope 
himself; its financial organization is precarious and extra- 
legal; its priests are now merely simple occupiers or care- 
takers (the Abbe Lemire calls them “vagabonds”), and if 
the recruiting of the clergy has not fallen off altogether it is 
seriously threatened. 

As regards the State, the beatus possidens, the Budget has 
benefited to the extent of $6,000,000, which will be increased 
later to $7,400,000, when the priests now receiving pensions 
shall have been laid to their eternal rest. This sum will be 
utilized by the communal authorities in connection with the 
expenditure involved under the recent social laws, particular- 
ly that relating to the assistance of the aged poor. Then a 
further very considerable sum has been set free owing to the 
suppression of the subsidy hitherto paid to the clergy of all 
denominations. Some of this also takes the form of rentals 
derived from the letting of 30,000 houses formerly occupied 
by priests. More than 250 valuabl: buildings become the 
property of the State—including bishops’ palaces and semi- 
naries, large and small—which the Church declined to re- 
tain under the Religious Associations Law, and which are 
now used as hospitals, museums, libraries, universities and 
schools. 


THE POOR THE BENEFICIARIES 


Lastly, must be taken into account the allocation, for the 
benefit of the poor, of a vast amount of Church property of 
which the clergy did not foresee the inp2nding liquidation— 
a liquidation unparalleled since the nationalization of Church 
property at the Revolution. Truly, the sum involved is a 
colossal one—nearly $85,000,000. All this property, too, will 
be administered by the State for the benefit of educational 
and charitabl: institutions. Already it is calculated that 
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70,000 decrees authorizing the transfers above mentioned 
will have to be signed by the President of the Republic and 
the Minister of Justice. 

From the moral standpoint, a new religious regime has 
been established that does not depend upon any foreign 
“Power.” Yet the State has kept its promises. Public wor- 
ship, of what denomination soever, is freely permitted; the 
Courts of Law and the Council of State declare that there 
shall be no hindrance even to processions and the ringing of 
church bells, providing no disorder results therefrom. 

The statements of the hierarchy and their friends in this 
country that the Roman Church is persecuted in France are 
without foundation. Religion is as free in our sister Republic 
as it is here but, like our Government, the State will not 
pay for it. Hence the Roman lamentations and maledictions. 


Priests and Prelates Punished 


An Associated Press despatch from Minsk, Russia, June 30, 
said: 

A Catholic priest of Minsk named Zenkenich has been con- 
demned to imprisonment for six months and to be deprived 


of his parish for having baptized the child of a Catholic 
father and a Russian Orthodox mother according to the rites 
of the Catholic Church. The father of the child was sentenced 
to one month’s imprisonment. 


The Russian Orthodox Church has always opposed the 
Papal system, and though both churches are far from the 
truth of the Gospel of Christ, there is hope for Russia in its 
march toward liberty. 

A Paris despatch to the New York Sun, July 6, said that 
Mgr. Gieure, Bishop of Bayonne, had been fined $100 the 
previous day for pronouncing ipso facto excommunication 
against municipal councillors, members of benevolent com- 
mittees and other similar associations who should seek to 
obtain property formerly held by the Roman Church under 
the provisions of the law separating the Church from the 
State. Two priests who read Bishop Gieure’s pastoral letter 
from the pulpit, were fined $5 each. 

In the same week the Correctional Court of Auch fined 
Archbishop Ricard $100 for issuing a pastoral letter denounc- 
ing secular education. Six priests of the diocese were also 
fined $10 each for complicity with the archbishop. 
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Falconio and American “Subjects” 


According to a recent despatch from Rome, Monsignor 
Falconio, the Apostolic Delegate at Washington, in giving a 
toast to the American hierarchy, at a banquet in Rome, gaid he 
“loved America because Americans are among the best sub- 
jects of the Holy See throughout the world.” 

The word “subjects” as applied to Americans is a novelty, 
but the reason for using it was doubtless to emphasize the 
temporal sovereignty of the Pope over all the Catholics in this 
country—as was done twelve months ago last Easter by the 
issuance of the Papal decree by which various marriages in 
accordance with the laws of the various States, were, if per- 
formed for Roman Catholics, declared to be null and void. 

The particular “Americans,” however, to whom Falconio re- 
ferred are very tenacious of the languages, the names, the 
drinks, and certain peculiar institutions of the lands from which 
they have come. So far as ordinary Americans—using the word 
in its general application—are concerned, the Pope has very 
few “subjects,” or even followers. On May 13, 1908, Rev. Dr. 
Henry A. Brann, rector of St. Agnes’ Church, New York City, 
one of the most able priests in the diocese, at the annual din- 
ner of the Alumni Association of the American College in 
Rome, at the Hotel Savoy, lamented the absence of Americans 
from the parade in honor of the centennial of the New York 
diocese a few days before. Dr. Brann said: 

“When I looked at the parade I was struck by one thing: all 
the men I saw marching were foreigners or the direct descend- 
ants of foreigners. I saw some Poles, Roumanians and Italians, 
and the people of my own country, Ireland. But I saw no na- 
tive Americans, no Puritans, no Americans from the pine 
woods of North Carolina or the orange groves of Florida. The 
Church is not converting America. It is for you young men to 
get out your sickles and gather in the harvest and do the work 
which we old priests have not been able to accomplish.” 

Real American “subjects” of the Holy See are few and far 
between; perhaps it is on account of their rarity—or rather 
because of their money—that this Pope’s personal agent puts 
such a high value on them. 
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Christ’s Mission Converts from Rome 
REV. V. TITO 

In the year 1902, Father Vincenzo Tito, an Italian priest 
of wealthy family, who held a decoration from the Italian 
Government, also came to Christ’s Mission. In his letter of 
resignation to Archbishop Corrigan (to whose diocese he 
had been sent from Italy two years before as a missionary to 
his countrymen in New York) he said, among other things: 

I return the faculties I received from Vicar-General Pres- 
ton, on April 24, 1890, for I have learned that the Roman priest- 
hood is corrupt, and that the Roman Catholic Church is not 
the true Church of Christ. 

I am sad at leaving the Church of my fathers, but as it has 
not been a blessing to me or my people, I look forward to the 
future most hopefully when they as well as I can be delivered 
from the Church of Rome, and we can turn our faces to the 
good God, as I do now, to confess my sins to Him and to ask 
His pardon and mercy that He may receive me as His child 
for Jesus Christ’s sake. 


No longer am I a child of the Pope or a slave to the super- 
stitions of his Church. These I reject as I do all other preten- 
sions that I received at my ordination—to be henceforth a free 
man in the religion of Christ. 


REV. P. MYERS 

In July, Brother Philemon Myers, Superior of the educa- 
tional Order of the Brothers of the Holy Cross, had been 
laboring in Chicago for several years, but had lost faith in the 
doctrines of the Church of Rome. He had had eight brothers 
under his charge, and these men, being intelligent, were often 
in doubt on the very points that seemed to him contrary to 
reason. Only one course, however, was open to him, and that 
was to answer them according to the authorities of the Church 
regardless of his own views or opinions. At last he could no 
longer remain in the false position in which he found himself, 
and at the end of the school year he closed up all his affairs 
and, without saying a word to anyone, made his way to Christ’s 
Mission. For sixteen years he had labored without any re- 
muneration beyond food, shelter and clothing.

The Rev. M. Mazzuca came to Christ’s Mission in 1898, from 
an Italian Roman Catholic Church in Newark, N. J., where 
although ignorant of the English language he was required to 
hear the confessions of Irish penitents. He is now a Prot- 
estant missionary to Italians in New England.

Rev. E. D. Stark had been officiating for years in the 
Roman Catholic Church as professor and parish priest. When 
he delivered his first address in Christ’s Mission October 3, 
1897, explaining why he had left the Roman Church, several 
members of the charge he had just left, at Bayonne, N. J., con- 
versed with him in a kindly way at the close. One lady said: 

“T used to go to confession to you, Father Stark, and I hardly 
know what to think now.” 

“Confess your sins to God only,” said Father Stark, “He can 
pardon you and give you the assurance of forgiveness through 
the atoning blood of Christ—something that I could never do. 
We have been deceived in this matter. There is only one High 
Priest, the Lord Jesus Christ, and He invites us all to come 
to Him.” 
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ROMAN CLAIMS AND AMERICAN 
PRINCIPLES 


By Rev. Charles W. Drees, D.D. 


A sermon preached at Christ’s Mission, New York, Sunday, May 
30, 1909. 

WILL read the first, second and third verses from the 

l fifth chapter of St. Paul’s Epistle to the Galatians: 

“Stand fast therefore in the ‘liberty wherewith Christ 


0") 
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hath made us free, and be not entangled again with the yoke 
of bondage. Behold, I, Paul, say unto you, that if ye be 
circumcised, Christ shall profit you nothing. For I testify 


again to every man that is circumcised, that he is a debtor 
to do the whole law.” 
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There are two ways of salvation. One is the salvation at 
the cost of meritorious human effort, and the other is sal- 
vation at the charge and cost of Jesus Christ,—salvation by 
works as contrasted with salvation by faith, The human 
merit, according to the Roman Catholic theory, may be that 
of the Catholic himself, or it may be that of so-called 
“saints” who lived and died hundreds of years ago (of whom 
very few, however, even according to the Roman theory, 
succeeded in heaping up more merits than were necessary for 
their own salvation); or from the power and prerogative of 
the Pope, through ceremonies and ordinances, and ritual 
observances and penance, and self-imposed practices, all ob- 
served by human effort. The other way is through faith in 
the all-sufficient sacrifice of the Lord Jesus Christ. Now, 
according to St. Paul, these two methods of salvation are 
mutually exclusive. Faith dies and the assurance of per- 
sonal salvation becomes impossible the moment you try to 
look at one and the same time upon your own works and 
upon the vicarious sacrifice of Jesus. Salvation must be all 
of works or all of faith. The former is hopeless; the latter, 
thank God, is a glorious privilege, a blessed certainty. 

I will now read further from St. Paul’s Epistle to the 
Galatians: “For we through the Spirit wait for the hope of 
righteousness by faith. For in Jesus Christ neither circum- 
cision availeth any thing, nor uncircumcision; but faith which 
worketh by love. Ye did run well; who did hinder you that 
ye should not obey the truth? This persuasion cometh not 
of him that calleth you. A little leaven leaveneth the whole 
lump. I have confidence in you through the Lord, that ye 
will be none otherwise minded: but he that troubleth you 
shall bear his judgment, whosoever he be. And I, brethren, 
if I yet preach circumcision, why do I yet suffer persecution? 
then is the offence of the cross ceased. I would they were 
even cut off which trouble you. For, brethren, ye have 
been called unto liberty: only use not liberty for an oc- 
casion to the flesh, but by love serve one another. For all 
the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this; Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself. But if ye bite and devour one 
another, take heed that ye be not consumed one of another.

This I say then, Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall not fulfill 
the lust of the flesh.” (Chapter v, 5-16.) 

My dear friends, I am here this afternoon in a somewhat 
unexpected situation. I thought our good Pastor O’Connor 
would not be here. He called me up over the telephone 
early in the week, and asked me if I would speak this after- 
noon, and I told him I would if it would relieve him; and I 
supposed he had gone up to Northfield, where he ought to 
be, recuperating the health and vigor which mean so much 
for the present and future prosperity of the work of Christ’s 
Mission. He referred to the fact that, Decoration Day being 
celebrated on Monday, he thought he might be able to go 
up to Northfield Saturday and stay over Monday, and that 
it would be appropriate and at the same time easy for me to 
adapt my address to the occasion afforded by this annual 
commemoration. He gave me over the wire such a beau- 
tiful outline that I could not help telling him he ought 
to give it to you himself. However, he urged his invitation 
and thought he would trust me, and so I am here to speak 
in his presence, and to speak to you. I have come after a 
busy week in labors that are keeping me deeply occupied 
day and night, and so filling up all my time that I must 
ask you to pardon me if I bring you a rather desultory sort 
of talk this afternoon. 

I have chosen as my text the first verse of the fifth chapter 
of St. Paul’s Epistle to the Galatians: “Stand fast therefore 
in the liberty wherewith Christ hath made us free, and be 
not entangled again with the yoke of bondage.” 

Someone has said that eternal vigilance is the price of 
liberty and of the preservation of the Republican institu- 
tions of this great land of ours; and this old message of the 
Great Apostle, setting forth in the first instance the impor- 
tance of vigilance and continual effort to maintain the in- 
heritance which we have received from our Lord Jesus 
Christ, may well be taken, not only by analogy and infer- 
ence, but even directly, as an injunction to us to guard and 
keep the free institutions established by our fathers and to pass 
them on uninjured to those who shall come after us. I hold 
it no violation of this holy day, or of this place of worship, 
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to apply this text to this hour. “Stand fast therefore in the 
liberty wherewith Christ hath made us free.” The Constitu- 
tion of our beloved country, with its guaranty to every man 
of an equal chance, and its assertion that he shall have every 
opportunity to work out his liberty—this fundamental princi- 
ple of our democratic institutions—is a fruit of the Gospel of 
Christ. Our democratic institutions, too, that we prize so 
highly, purchased by the blood of those who went before 
us, are guaranteed to us by the religion of the Lord Jesus. 
This is Decoration Day, and to those whose memory goes 
back to 1861, it can never be forgotten. I remember well 
when the news was flashed abroad that Fort Sumter had 
been fired upon. Though only a boy of ten years of age, 
the events of that time were engraved indelibly upon my 
memory. I remember the scenes in this North land as the 
survivors of the war returned with broken and more than 
decimated ranks to their homes. I recollect two long pro- 
cessions moving solemnly down the street of our village, 
bearing the cold forms of two of our most promising young 
men, who had offered their lives on the altar of their coun- 
try. Thousands upon thousands offered for their country in 
like manner—for the vindication of its principles—that su- 
preme sacrifice; and we must never cease to remember what 
it all meant. How appropriate are those words of Lincoln, 
the martyred President, when, upon the dedication of the 
battlefield of Gettysburg as a soldiers’ cemetery, he said: 
“Four score and seven years ago our fathers brought 
forth on this continent a new nation, conceived in liberty, 


and dedicated to the proposition that all men are created 
equal. 


“Now we are engaged in a great civil war, testing whether 
that nation, or any nation so conceived and so dedicated, can 
long endure. We are met on a great battlefield of that war. 
We have come to dedicate a portion of that field as a final 
resting place for those who here gave their lives that this 
nation might live. It is altogether fitting and proper that 
we should do this. 

“But, in a larger sense, we cannot dedicate—we cannot 
consecrate—we cannot hallow—this ground. The brave men, 
living and dead, who struggled here, have consecrated it 
far above our poor power to add or detract. The world will 
little note nor long remember what we say here, but it can 
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never forget what they did here. It is for us, the living, 
rather, to be dedicated here to the unfinished work which 
they who fought here have thus far so nobly advanced. it 
is rather for us to be here dedicated to the great task re- 
maining before us—that from these honored dead we take 
increased devotion to that cause for which they here gave 
the last full measure of devotion; that we here highly re- 
solve that these dead shall not have died in vain; that this 
nation, under God, shall have a new birth of freedom; and 
that government of the people, by the people, for the peo- 
ple, shall not perish from the earth.” 


There is no chapter in the history of this land more im- 
portant than that of the Civil War. As citizens we can 
only firmly believe, and devoutly pray, that in every present 
and future test where the great institutions of our native land 
are involved, we shall be ready—as also those who come after 
us—to render a like sacrifice if it be demanded. So shall we 
stand fast upon this soil sacred to human liberty; a liberty 
wherewith Christ, by His cross and by His resurrection, has 
made us free. Therefore I consider the remarks that I make 
this afternoon as entirely appropriate to the occasion. It is 
eminently fitting that we should consider this great message of 
the great President who uttered it, and remember how Roman- 
ism stands in relationship to this question. Upon all the history 
of the last fifteen centuries there stands out, as its one great 
feature, the fact that Romanism—the Roman Catholic insti- 
tution—has ever been in conflict with the interests, the 
aspirations and the salvation of the peoples of the earth. 

I knew an old gentleman, a minister of the Gospel, in 
Ohio, a man of commanding ability and of unsurpassed patri- 
otic sentiment; and in referring to the Roman Catholic 
Church, he always referred to it not as the Roman Catholic 
CHURCH, but as the Roman Catholic INSTITUTION. And 
true it is that the Church of the Popes has been dominated 
by worldly ambition, the thirst for temporal power. It is a 
great secular and secularizing institution. The claims of the 
Papacy have been the vital question in the history of every 
nation of Europe for over a thousand years, and they have 
been fateful to every country of America—except our own 
and Canada—ever since those countries had any existence. 
We need not go back to the old conflicts of the Dark Ages, 
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when Innocent III claimed that “the power of the Keys” 
was such as to confer upon the Pope of Rome absolute author- 
ity and supremacy, and when he claimed that all princes 
and kings might, with perfect right, be by him cast down 
from their thrones. We need not go back to that period, 
or to the later events of the period of the Reformation; for 
everywhere it became a question of submission to the tem- 
poral claims, and to the absolute authority asserted by the 
Pope of Rome over all the peoples of the earth. What has 
been the effect with reference to the history of modern 
Europe? The great questions that have been the debate 
of international policy have always been looked upon in con- 
nection with the claims of Rome. 

Take the characteristic events of this western world. If 
you take the history of any and every one of the countries 
of Latin America, you will find that each advancement in 
the development of those countries has been made at the 
expense of an open conflict with Rome, with regard to free- 
dom of speech, freedom of the press, popular instruction, 
and control of the marriage relation. All these questions have 
been dealt with by every one of those countries, and in every 
case at the expense of the Church of Rome. If you ask any 
prominent public man in South America about the history of 
his country’s development, he will confess that the heroes 
of his country have always been obliged to fight against the 
Pope of Rome not only in regard to his spiritual claims, but 
also with respect to temporal control on the part of the 
hierarchy. 

It was at the time of our Civil War, when we were so 
deeply engaged in our internal conflict and when its press- 
ing claims made it impossible for the Government of the 
United States to maintain the principle of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, that the best men of Mexico—her patriots, and other 
heroes—were obliged to fight against the combined policy 
of the Roman Church under the leadership of Pope Pius IX, 
and of Louis Napoleon, Emperor of the French, who sought 
to establish in Mexico a Catholic empire under Maximilian of 
Austria to counteract the influence of this free Republic of ours. 

The Mexican patriots, brave, resolute, determined, were 
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driven backward until they stood almost on the very borders of 
our own land; by that time, however, in the providence of God, 
our Civil War had come to an end. The conflict between 
North and South had been settled, and settled forever. Then 
came Mr. Seward’s diplomatic note to Louis Napoleon, the 
ally and chief instrument of Papal aggression in Mexico, 
warning him that this nation would not tolerate such ag- 
gression on the free soil of America. That note was em- 
phasized by the presence of an army of fifty thousand vet- 
eran soldiers on the line of the Rio Grande. French troops 
were withdrawn from Mexico, and the armies of liberty 
soon reestablished the free Republic. It was at this time 
that the first Protestant place of worship was established in 
the City of Mexico. Then there was a demand for mis- 
sionaries and for Bibles; these were sent, and before long 
there was a Protestant community of not less than 100,000 
people. So it is not in vain that we commemorate this day, 
for the conflict is still raging between free institutions and 
the principles of liberty and the Papal claims; and between 
the interests, rights, prosperity and freedom of the people 
of the earth, and the spiritual and temporal despotism of 
Rome. What is the reason for this? 

In the first place, Rome claims to be, by its confessed 
principles and its canon law, against and above our national 
Constitution. Those fundamental principles have never been 
abandoned by the Roman Catholic Church, and they are 
based upon a claim that the Roman Catholic Church is not 
only a spiritual body, but also a civil and political institution. 
She claims that to her has been given by Jesus Christ Him- 
self, to her Pope—who is His personal representative upon 
earth—the power to open with “the keys” the gates of 
heaven, and the supreme authority over all nations to ad- 
minister, through kings and princes, all the interests of hu- 
man life. In the Middle Ages the Pope of Rome succeeded, 
amid the turmoil of those unsettled times, in placing upon 
his own head the crown of temporal power. Those prin- 
ciples have been openly avowed and boldly maintained by 
the Roman Catholic Church through all time; and that so 
recently as the Council of the Vatican in Rome in 1870, 
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when the crown of infallibility was placed upon the brow 
of Pope Pius IX, which is still to be found on the present 
Pope of Rome. 

At the time this new doctrine of Papal infallibility was 
promulgated, the old claim of the Middle Ages was restored, 
that the Pope has, by direct commission, supreme authority 
and jurisdiction over all the concerns of human life, so that— 
according to it—every man on earth is not only bound to 
obey the Pope of Rome in religious matters in general, but 
he is bound, in all his actions, in every relationship of life, 
to submit to the control of the Roman Church. 

Now, in view of these facts and the disastrous results of 
Roman Catholic control of public institutions and govern- 
ments in other countries, it is evident that among the great- 
est perils against which we must be on our guard is that 
of political Romanism. 

What are some of the facts that underlie this great prob- 
lem that we, as American citizens, are called upon to face? 
Rome discourages the freedom of conscience of the common 
people. Republican institutions are based upon the recogni- 
tion of the individual’s right to freedom, and of his capacity 
to govern himself. But Rome discounts everywhere the 
capacity of a man to face the important questions relative 
to his own destiny and to his own life here. Rome claims 
that every man is so liable to err and to lose his way in 
rightly deciding these questions that there must be a su- 
preme authority with the power and the right to dictate to 
him what he shall think, what he shall believe, and what he 
shall do, in all the affairs of his life. Now it is evident that 
any church which claims that the intelligence of any man is 
absolutely incapable of understanding the problems that 
affect his own conscience and his own course of daily life, 
is dangerous to free institutions. 

Rome is the enemy of free and public education in this 
country. Rome is the sworn foe of the public school. Rome 
in this country establishes, as far as she can, the parochial 
school, not in order that she may the better guarantee re- 
ligious education of her own children and improve their 
knowledge as to spiritual things, but in order that she may 
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isolate her people so that as many as possible of the citizens 
of this country may be under the control of her hierarchy. 
Rome establishes her parochial schools in order that she may 
separate her members from the great mass of our population. 

These are facts that stand out to-day in the life of this 
country, and they make it appropriate that on such an oc- 
casion as this, American citizens and American Christians 
should remind themselves of the basic truths that underlie 
the liberty of this democratic nation. Protestant Christianity 
is the only safeguard of free and republican institutions. 
More than that, it is the only safeguard of that private 
character in the individual which is the only basis of a high- 
toned and pure civilization. 

I therefore bring you this message this afternoon: “Let us 
stand fast in the liberty wherewith Christ hath made us 
free,” with freedom and independence. Let us stand for 
sever On our guard against any and every church or institu- 
tion that shall seek to isolate her people from the general 
body of American citizens, and to lead them into the aristoc- 
racy of any organization that will issue instructions to them 


as to how to perform their duties as citizens. Let us every- 
where and at all times, inspired with the hope that this gov- 
ernment “of the people, by the people, and for the people, shall 
not perish from the earth,” “stand fast in the liberty where- 
with Christ hath made us free.” 


No Support for Catholic Schools 

From New Jersey :—Do you think that the Pope’s encyclical 
against modernism in education will silence the agitation 
caused by the Roman hierarchy to obtain public money for 
the support of parochial schools? Their contention has been 
that if the scholars in these institutions pass the tests of the 
public schools the ecclesiastics should be paid from the public 
funds. What the genuine ideals of the Roman Church are 
as to education can be plainly seen in Portugal, Spain, Italy, 
Ireland and the countries of South America. The applica- 
tion of any such principles of education in this country must 
greatly lower the level of the parochial school, and we hope 
that raids on the State for their support will cease. T.C.M.

Spain of Today from Within. By Manuel Andujar. The 
author has been for seven years a pastor of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church in Porto Rico, and the editor of El] Defensor 
Chistiano, the first evangelical paper published in the island. He 
is a native of Spain, and was a strict Roman Catholic, even 
when, in his sixteenth year, he went to Cuba, where he was 
in business till he came to the United States in 1881. His 
intercourse with Protestant friends and the reading of the New 
Testament led to his conversion. During a successful business 
career in New York City, he became a member of the Washing- 
ton Square Methodist Episcopal Church, and in 1891 entered 
Drew Seminary to study for the ministry. In 1895 Mr. Andu- 
jar was ordained, and began his missionary work in Mexico, 
preaching in Spanish and English. After four years in pastoral 
work in Pennsylvania, he went to Porto Rico, where he has 
continued to labor as one of the leading Protestant ministers 
in that island. 

Besides a most interesting autobiographical sketch this book 
contains a graphic description of the author’s visit to Spain in 
1906, and an account of the religious conditions in that coun- 
try. The chapters are written with a light touch, and contain 
many historical facts told in a bright, interesting way. Of 
course the evangelical work in the various cities receives care- 
ful and sympathetic attention, and every Christian reader will 
lay down the book feeling sad that Spain should be in such 
sore need of the Gospel, but glad that Christ and Him crucified 
is being exalted and preached by the devoted and self-denying 
and successful pastors and teachers described in its pages. The 
book is published by Fleming H. Revell Company, New York, 
and the price is $1.25.

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LUTHER AND LOISY 

It was a pleasure to read recently in the New York Inde- 
pendent an appreciative review of the. Abbé Loisy’s inaugural 
address as Professor of the History of Religions in the College. 
of France. Professor Loisy is one of the learned priests in 
Europe who has been excommunicated by Pope Pius X, like 
Father Murri, who soon after the excommunication was elected 
a member of the Italian Parliament. The Independent warmly 
praises Professor Loisy for the fine tone and moderation of his 
inaugural speech, and predicts a great future for this learned 
man in his exalted position. It has been thought by some Prot- 
estant writers that Loisy has gone too far in his recoil from the 
Roman Catholic dogmas, but it should be remembered that 
those learned European priests have known no other form of 
Christianity than Romanism. 

An American edition of Professor Loisy’s work on “The 
Gospel and the Church” has recently been issued by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons, New York, with an introduction by Rev. New- 
man Smyth, D.D. As the price of this volume is only one dollar 
it should have a wide circulation. Neither Loisy, Murri, Tyrrell 
the English Jesuit, nor any of the other Modernists have be- 
come Protestants, but they are fighting for liberty and freedom 
in religion within the ranks of Rome, and pay no attention to 
the Papal excommunications. 

Another new book, recently published, “The Letters of Mar- 
tin Luther,” translated by Miss Margaret A. Currie, will be 
welcomed by our readers. The English poet, Coleridge, said 
many years ago: “I can scarcely conceive a more delightful 
volume than might be made from Luther’s letters, especially 
those from the Wartburg, if translated in the simple, idiomatic, 
hearty mother tongue of the original.” This translation, says 
the Independent, bears out that judgment. Few men who have 
served the world are better worth knowing intimately than the 
great German reformer, and these letters reveal him as he was.

COMMANDER G. P. PONS 

The cause of evangelical Protestantism in Europe has suf- 
fered a severe loss by the death of the Rev. G. P. Pons, 
Doctor of Theology, Moderator of the Synod of the Wal- 
densian Conference. He was also a Commander of the Crown 
of Italy, and had received the decoration of the Order of St. 
Maurice and St. Lazarus. 

In 1905 the Editor of The Converted Catholic went to 
France in order to be in Paris when the bill for the separa- 
tion of Church and State was passed in the French Parlia- 
ment. He later attended the Waldensian Synod at Torre 
Pellice, over which Dr. Pons presided; and his address to 
the delegates, delivered in French, was warmly received. 

MR. L. J. BERTRAND 

Evangelical Christianity on the Continent of Europe has 
suffered severely by the recent death of Mr. L. J. Bertrand, who 
gave liberally of his time and substance for many years to 
the spread of the Gospel in France, first in connection with 
home mission work on the “Comité parisien de Mission in- 
terieure,” and later on behalf of priests who left the Roman 
Church on religious grounds. Mr. Eugene Reveillaud, a 
member of the French Parliament, and one of the most dis- 
tinguished and most useful converted Catholics in Europe, 


has recently written a glowing tribute to his life and work 
in Le Chretien Libre. 
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Rome and the Press 


A recent issue of The Contemporary Review contained an 
instructive article which described the iniquitous system main- 
tained at Rome by the Papacy for the purpose of promoting 
the interests of the Vatican by the promulgation of false or 
misleading statements by means of the newspapers. 

The chief worker is a domestic prelate, one Monseigneur 
Benigni, the editor of the Corrispondenza Romana. The true 
character of this sheet and of the Vatican representative who 
conducts it may be learned from one paragraph: 

A regard for truth in no way hinders Corrispondenza Ro- 
mana. According to the needs of the cause it serves does it 
afnrm or deny without shame. “Deny such and such state- 
ments,” says Benigni to a foreign correspondent. The latter 
remarks that the news in question has not been published 
anywhere. “Deny it all the same; I have reason to believe that 
if it has not yet been published, it is just going to be.” And 
the trick has been played. How many denials elicited in this 
manner have there been this last year. The Tablet has given 
one illustration, without, however, relating how several per- 
sons who had heard with their own ears certain words of the 
Pope which were considered imprudent, were imperiously re- 
quested to declare that they had not heard them, and refused. 
Nor is any regard for probability an obstacle, since probability, 
after all, is founded practically on the general consent of the 
papers, and M. Benigni’s efforts have achieved this important 
condition to the benefit of the undertaking which he directs. 

In another paragraph the writer says that it would be impos- 
sible to enumerate all the campaigns conducted by deceitful 
methods during 1908 against Italian Catholics, priests or lay- 
men: “treacherous insinuations, false denunciations, and out- 
rageous mockery.

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Protestants Should Ever Be Watchful 


From the Rev. Joseph Sanderson, D.D., LL.D., the learned 
author of “The Story of St. Patrick,” whose learned contribu- 
tions have so often both instructed and delighted the readers 
of The Converted Catholic, the following communication has 
been received. It shows that years ago many prominent and 
influential Protestants were too well acquainted with the real 
character of the Roman Church and of its pretensions, to re- 
gard its aggressions with indifference. Dr. Sanderson says: 

In reading in the Presbyterian Reunion Memorial Volume, 
published in 1870 by DeWitt C. Lent & Co., New York, I 
found in an account of the proceedings of a meeting of the 
Old School General Assembly held in the Brick Church in May, 
1869, that Dr. S. I. Prime, representing the Evangelical Alli- 
ance, a Protestant Ecumenical Council, made the announce- 
ment that the Evangelical Alliance would meet in the autumn 
of 1870, in the City of New York, and that at the conclusion 
of Dr. Prime’s announcement, the following paper introduced 
by Rev. John Hall, D.D., of New York, was adopted: 

RESOLVED 1—That this Assembly has heard with 
great satisfaction that the Evangelical Alliance of the 
United States has invited a Conference of Evangelical 
Christians in this country to meet in the City of New 
York in the ensuing Autumn, and a general Conference 
of Evangelical Christians in all the earth, to assemble in 
the same City of New York in the Autumn of 1870; and 
it will unite its prayers with those of Christ’s people every- 
where, that the Holy Spirit may guide their counsels and 
lead to wise results for the advancement of the Redeem- 
er’s Kingdom. 

RESOLVED 2—That the principles of the Protestant 
Reformation, identified as they are with the progress of 
religious liberty, education and Christianity in the earth 
are increasingly precious in our eyes, and we call upon 
our Ministers and people to watch with jealous care the 
efforts of Romanism in the United States, and by the em- 
ployment of all suitable means to resist insidious attempts 


of Roman Catholics to obtain undue influence in this 
country.

Castigating Bishop McFaul 

Newspapers of all shades of opinion have severely casti- 
gated Bishop James A. McFaul, of Trenton, N. J., for his 
unbridled attack on our American universities. The New 
York Times said his arraignment of higher education was 
nothing new for a Roman prelate, as the Council of Trent in 
the Sixteenth Century had condemned all educational institu- 
tions where the doctrines of the Roman Church were not 
taught. It is worthy of note that Roman Catholic papers, 
like the New York Catholic News, suppressed that part of 
the bishop’s address at the Jesuit College on June 21 which 
reflected on the universities of Harvard, Yale and Princeton. 
But that paper enlarged upon his reference to the twenty- 
five millions of souls that have been lost to the faith. At 
the Catholic congress in Chicago during the World’s Fair 
in 1893, the losses were counted at only 20,000,000. Five 
millions in fifteen years while a loss to Rome is a gain to 
good citizenship and Christianity. 

The New York Independent, July 1, is very severe on 
McFaul. That great paper has always defended the Cath- 
olic parents who send their children to non-Catholic schools, 
while it has exposed the inferiority of Roman Catholic in- 
stitutions especially the Jesuit schools and colleges. The 
editor of the Independent says in conclusion: 

We wonder if Bishop McFaul has ever listened to ex- 
perienced priests commenting on the number of infidels and 
drunkards that issue from Catholic colleges. Let him count 
the drunken and immoral students at Yale, Princeton and 
Harvard; and then at any three of the largest Catholic col- 
leges he may select, and if in proportion to number the for- 
mer three are worse than the latter it will surprise more 
than one priest whose experience has made him familiar with 
this province of life. 

Bishop McFaul has shamefully and shamelessly libeled 
these three universities by name, and done it slanderously 
as a part of that bulldozing and terrorism which are applied 
to parents, and which have had a partial, but far from com- 
plete, success. 


The Catholics who desire independence in thought and 
action can take courage from the condemnation of prelates 
like McFaul who would keep them in ignorance.
